Thomas B...ck, thinking thereby to have leſ. 
ſen'd his Es Credit in this King- 
dom, and caſt that Slur upon his G....r, which 
they had never done npon any before; bur 
that worthy Patriot, the next time he waited 
upon his E-— =y, ſoon, found he had 
miſtaken bis Sentiments, and the Day follow- 
ing brought that Matter about again ſo c/ever!y, 
tbat every one appear'd willing to give it up, 
except one Mr. B. . m a Country Gentleman, 
who ftood alone, without a L... v. Ang or 
L. d. to Second him; which rwo Doughty 
Politicians, as ſoon as the Court frown upon 


them, left that Clauſe, for which they had 


ſo deeply ingag'd, to ſhift for it (elf ; their 
Vain Efforts, and tame Submiſſion, ſerving on- 
ly ro expoſe them to the Ridicule of the 

ourt, and Standers by, and the Neglect 
and Scorn of their own Parry. 

The S. J acts above-board, and makes no 
ſcruple to declare himſelf of either Side, and 
receive with both Hands, as occaſion ſerves: 
He bas a Sneer and Fawn in his Looks, the very 
Air of Diſſimulation and Falſhood, and yet 
his Face is the honeſteſt Part about him, for 
it ſhews him all ar oncez and if any body be 
deceiv'd by him, tis his own fault, havin 
had ſo fair warning from Nature before band, 
and ſince from this unerring Prognoſtick he 
has never deviated in the Courle of his Pra- 
Ctice or his Life; tis true we make uſe of 
both theſe Gentlemen to ſerve a preſent turn, 
but we love and depend upon them as little, 
as the Perſons whom they have deſerted and 
berray'd. 

This puts me in mind of another Brother 
of the Quill, of whom you may take this 
Account as I had it; My Lord R...ch..r ſeeing 
the Addreſs from this City, for the Repeal of 
the Teſt, ask'd a Gentleman that ſtood by 
him, who drew up that notable piece of Art 
and Eloquence ? The Re... of D. n, ſaid he; 
Oh, Sir, crys my Lord, I know him well ; 
when I was Chief Governour of Ireland, that 
Gentleman came to me, and defir'd to know 
what Commands I would be pleas'd ro lay 
upon him, for he was ready to do whatſoever 
I would have him, which I muſt confeſs was 
a very fair Offer, but 1 had no occaſion for 
ſuch ſervile Compliance. 

Sometime ago I mer with Mr. F. ng, ſince 
Dr. who ask'd me if I had ſeen the Letter, 
meaning my firſt ; I told him I had; *Tis a 
baſe Scurrilous Libel, ſaid he, written by ſome 
J:cobire or other. Strange! how Men may 
be miſtaken, quoth I, I thought it had been 
written by as rank a Whig as either of us; 
bur is there any harm in it ? iS ir not Truth d 
that's not the Point, ſaid the Dr. we care 
not who knows that and ten times more to be 
truth in Ireland, but we would not willingly 
bave ſuch Secrets diſcover'd in N 
cauſe they may do us Miſchief there. 
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I was- much amaz'd to find that Mr. S. 
ſhould expreſs greater Reſentment againſt the 
Letter, than any other Perſon concern'd in it; 
whereas, in reality, all that I ſaid of him, 
ſeem'd to me for his Advantage, by endea- 
vouring to make the Party which he Courts, 
take Notice of his Merits, and Reward him 
for them ; and ſhall he be afraid of ſuch a 
Conſequence as this, wirhout which he muſt 
have been diſappointed in the main End of 
his Writing ? | 

For is it not plain that Mr. B—- Lodg- 


ings, which he mentions in the beginning of . 


that admirable Treatiſe, ſo deſervedly prais'd 
in my laſt, were Mr. B-——cks ; whoſe 
Principles, he tells us, are not only Anti- 
Epiſcopal, but Anti- Miniſterial alſo * And is 
it not likewiſe plain that he labours to lay 
down ſuch Poſitions as might prove Mr. B...4 
to be as good a Churchman as he was, and 
himſelf ſuch another Churchman as Mr. B. c? 
Has he not receivd that Gentleman's Thanks 
for his Book, fince he publiſh'd it? or can he be 
ſurpriz'd that the ſame Reaſoning ſhould pleaſe 
a Diſſenting Elder, which pleas d Mr. B. . ck ? 

Theſe Confiderations methinks might make 
Mr. S.. g eaſy, except he hope by his formal 
Phariſaical Face and Cant, to carry fair with 
both Parties, which I can aſſure him is the 
way to be valued by neither: And yer one 
might imagine he had ſome fuch thing as this 
in view, when the very next Sunday after my 
firſt Letter arriv'd here, he Preach'd an High- 
Flying Sermon in C..... Church, and Harang'd 
as ſpeciouſly and plauſibly ro Eſtabliſh thoſe 
Principles, as if he had never before indea- 
vour'd to overthrow them. But perhaps he, 
like a Cunning Politician, thinks it neceſſary 
in the preſent poſture of Affairs, to Look one way 
and, Row another: And doubtleſs as far as Hy- 

criſy, Equivocations, and Evaſions can go, 

e is admirably well qualify'd 20 play a double 
Game, and cover his Deſigns with Sophiſms, 
Colours and Pretences, For my own part, 1 
confeſs I have an averſion to all Prudence and 
Caution; 1 deſpiſe all Neuters and Double- 
Dealers, and would have every ' Man known 
by every Man, to be of one Side or other; 
and I believe this might be for the Doctor's 
Intereſt roo, a Proſpect which I am perſwaded 


he regards as much as the reſt of his Brethren ; 
for we all know that the Prevailing Party, and 
that which alone is able, and willing to raiſe 
him, are the Whigs, who have at preſent very 
good Impreſſions of him, as well from his 
Character of a True Churchman, as from 
the Gentleman's Religion, mention'd in 
Mr. M...l...x's Letter to Mr. L. . c, pag. 133- 
a Book, as that ingenious Gentleman tells his 
Friend, Wherein there is not one word of My- 
ſtery or Enthuſiaſm, which has incens'd the reſt 
of his Herd againſt him. „ 

Theſe, and ſome late Services, cannot fail 
of advancing the Doctor to the Station he 
aims at, if he have the Courage to perſiſt in 
the ſame Notions, and if he will not be true to 
us, While we want his Service, we know how 
to neglect or deſert him when he ſtands in 
need of ours; but you will find by what I. 
am further to acquaint you with in my next, 
that we have no great Reaſon to complain of 
him, his late Behaviour in Convocation, having 
ſufficiently atron'd for all former Miſcarri- 
ages, 

1 had almoſt forgot to tell you that Doctor 
G...f...th, the ſame Perſon who has prov'd to 
a Demonſtration, that all Phantoms which 
appear by Night, with Winding-Sheets abour 
them, are nor real Spectres; having boldly 
ſeiz'd upon her, whom he has ſince made his
